ANOTHER BANK CLOSED. 


It is now over twenty-eight years 


aince the last shot was fired in the war 
of the rebellion and the pension list is 
larger than it ever was before and is 
being increased daily. There are more 
pensioners thnn there were soldiers in 
the Union army nt any one time dur- 
ing the war. 
Congressman Garfleld 


apologized for asking that $29,000,000 
be appropriated for pensions over a 
dozen years ago, and said on the floor 
of the house of representatives that 
from that timo forward the list would 
naturally decrease. Now the amount 
annually expended for pensions ex- 
coeds $186,000,000, and the end is not 
yet, as there are thousands of applica- 
tions on file. 


The people feel that it is time to 


order a halt in this pension business, 
and many of the bravest men who 
fought in the war are expressing the 
opinion that it is time to stop. 


General Francis Sloe urn, whose rec- 


ord as a soldier is second to none, says 
there is no mistake about the pension 
roll being fraudulent. 
There are de- 


serters and bounty jumpers and men 
who wcro never in the army drawing 
pensions. Though it would involve a 
good deal of labor, the rolls could be 
purged of the fraudulent names aud if 
he were a younger man and wanted 
offlco he would like tho job, for the 
sake of getting at the names that are 
on tho books and casting them out. 
Democratic and Republican congress- 
men, he says, have been equally guilty 
in swelling the list. 


There is no complaint fvom any 


source against pensioning deserving 
men who served iu the war and lost 
limbs or health in the service of the 
country, but there is a general disposi- 
tion among those who served in the 
army as well as those who did not, to 
stop wholesale pensioning and adding 
fraudulent names to the roll to ad- 
vance the political interests of individ- 
uals or parties.

THE comptroller of the currency is 


considering the question of how to 
make national banks even safer than 
they have been in the past. Instead of 
yearly examinations of national banks 
he proposes to have them examined 
twice yearly and no two successive ex- 
aminations to be by the same man. To 
this end he will double the number of 
examiners and districts. It costs the 
government nothing as the banks pay 
the expenses. 


"WHAT right," asks the Denver News,

A BIMETALLIC BHOIOKIAX. 


A memorial is being signed by prom- 


inent bimetallists in England asking 
Prime Minister Gladstone to instruct 
tho British delegates to the Brussels 
conference to give earnoat and favora- 
ble consideration to any method for 
increasing the silver currency. The 
memorial is signed by a number of 
lords and members of parliament, and 
may have had something to do with 
Gladstone's 
change from 
a single 


standard advocate to a bitnetallist. 
England, and 
in 
fact Continental 


Europe, is feeling the effect of the de- 
monetization of silver as well as the 
United States, though not to so great 
an extent. Gladstone sees the drift of 
public opinion and does not hesitate to 
"publicly retract his former statements 
and admit that a more general use of 
silver would be beneficial to the 
country. 


THE first auditor of the treasury has 


issued an order to prevent favoritism 
in fhe examination of accounts. It has

About Abandoning JTort Ducliesne.

Hoke Smith received a communication 
from the secretary of war transmitting 
a recommendation of General Schofleld 
in which he concurs that Fort Duchesne, 
Utah territory, be abandoned in order 
that the troops stationed there may be 
withdrawn and with those at other re- 
mote stations concentrated at the new 
posts constructed for them. In his 
reply the secretary strongly objects to 
the proposed abandonment, and says 
that a question of importance is pend- 
ing in his department concerning the 
Indians which would seem to favor a 
continuance rather than the abandon- 
ment of Fort Duchesne as a military 
post at least for the present. These 
interests, he says, might be seriously 
jeopardized by withdrawing the garri- 
son at Fort Duchesne. 


Auotlier iBank Closed.

SAN JOSE, May 10.—The bank of Santa 


Clara county to-day closed its doors. 
This action was brought about by the 
discovery that a shortage of from $150,- 
000 to $200,000 existed. C. O. Hay- 
wards, the cashier otjthe bank, died 
last week and yesterday H. M. Leon- 
ard, the vice president and manager, 
informed all the directors that irregu- 
larities existed in the books. This 
afternoon Leonard filed a petition in 
insolvency, fixing the liabilities at 
$190,000 and assets at $144,000. 


The belief is that both Leonard and 


the dead cashier used the money for 
speculation in mining stocks and real 
estate, 
Leonard's schedule showed 


that he had borrowed $137,087 from the 
bank, most of the notes being unse- 
cured.

Another interesting bulletin from 


Professor Hillman, entomologist of the 
Experiment Station, appears in the 
JOUKN-AL. It gives an illustration and 
discription of a poisonous plant known 
locally as "wild sego," which grows 
abundantly in the foothills west of 
Eeno and doubtless in other localities 
in Nevada, and which is mistaken early 
in the Spring for the wild onion. 


Known Locally as "YTJld Sego," "Sand 


Corn" and "Death Cauias»." 


[Newspaper Bulletin No. 5.] 


The accompanying figure illustrates 


a plant which is very common in Ne- 
vada and one whose poisonous proper- 
ties should be generally known. To 
what extent the .poisonous nature of 
this plant is really dangerous to life 
cannot be stated at present, yet that it 
has power to produce sickness is gen- 
erally admitted by those who are 
acquainted with it. 


Zygadcntts paniculatus. 


The plant belongs to the lily family 


and is known in the western botanies 
as Zygadenus panimlalus (Watson). It 
has received the common names, " Wild 
Sego" and " Sand Corn." A closely 
allied species whose scientific name in- 
dicates it poisonous nature is com- 
monly known where found as " Death 
Camass" and "Hog's Potato." 
The 


various species of the genus Zygademis 
are mainly western in their distribu- 
tion and range from the southern to 


northern limits of the country and 


westward to the Pacific. The particular 
species under consideration seems to 
have a more limited distribution, being 
confined to parts of Nevada, California 
ind Utah. This plant is most common 
.n the foothill regions but sometimes 
occurs on the wild lands in the vicinity 
of the hills. Both the hard and rocky 
and the sandy soils seem favorable to 
bhe plant's existence 
Popularly de- 


scribed, the plant i& deep-rooted bear- 
ing a coated bulb six or more inches 
below the surface of the ground. Be- 
low the bulb is a blackened stein which 
lias sent forth plants on previous yearf. 
This is but a half-inch or more in 
length and diameter and produces from 
its crown a few living roots. Along its 
sides numerous dead roots occur. The 
blackened leaves of the bulb and stem 
of the last year's plant are usually 
found partially or wholly surrounding 
ihe 
underground 
portion 
of 
the 


younger plant. 
The plant appears 


above ground very early, the young 
leaves increasing 
in length during 


March and April. By this time the 
eaves are eight to ten inches long, 
gracefully curving outward from the 
enter o£ the plant and so folded along 
;he middle that a cross section gives 
;he appearance of the letter V. In 
May a 
single flower stalk 
shoots 


up. 
The flowers of 
the 
cluster 


are 
small, 
cream 
colored 
and 


are 
arranged 
about 
the 
central 


stalk for a 
distance 
of 
six 
to 


eight inches. 
Some of the 
lower 


branches bear several flowers. An in- 
dividual flower is shown much enlarged 
at the right of the plant in the figure. 


A case of poisoning, the result of eat- 


ing bulbs of this plant, occurred re- 
cently at the Indian school at Carson. 
Seven patients, two of whom were 
adults,were affected. The symptoms pre- 
sented, for which the writer is indebted 
to Dr. S. L. Lee of Carson, were as fol- 
lows: Nausea, headache followed by 
more or less stupor, this more complete 
in &ome than in others. The heart's 
action was lessened in frequency, while 
the strength of the pulse remained 
normal. In the adults the pulsations 
were 
reduced to 
forty-eight 
per 


minute, while in the 
cases of the 


children these ranged from fifty to 
sixty-four per minute. The respira- 
tions were almost normal and the 
pupils were unaffected. 
In twenty- 


four hours all seemed to have re- 
covered. 


The similarity between this plant and 


some of the wild onion and leek-like 
plants permits it to be mistaken for 
these.

An Interesting Experiment In Dakota. 


The legislature of Dakota passed an 


act to create courts of conciliation, the 
object being to prevent unnecessary 
and expensive legislation. In a local 
election a justice of the peace and four 
commissioners of conciliation are to be 
chosen, two of whom are to act with a 
justice in hearing testimony and argu- 
ments in civil cases before action is 
brought into ordinary courts. No at- 
torneys are to be allowed to appear and 
the chief testimony is to consist of the 
statements of the principal parties to 
the action. The justice and the com- 
missioners are then to try to induce 
the contending parties to adjust their 
differences on the ground of justice. 
Should this effort fail, none of the pro- 
ceeding are to form a part of the sub- 
sequent litigation. The main objects 
of the courts is to prevent lawsuits 
over small matters.
